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Request for Extension of Time under 37 C.F.R. $ 1.136(a) 

Sir: 

The Applicants submit herewith Form SB/22, which petitions the Office for a four-month 
extension of time for filing an appeal brief in the present application. With this extension of 
time, the appeal (and the application itself) will remain pending at least through December 15, 
2010. 

On April 21, 2010, the Applicants filed a Notice of Appeal accompanied by a Request for 
a Pre- Appeal Brief Review. On July 15, 2010, the Office mailed its Decision resulting from the 
Pre -Appeal Brief Review. The Decision stated that "[t]he time period for filing an appeal brief 
will be reset to be one month from mailing this decision, or the balance of the two-month time 
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period running from the receipt of the notice of appeal, whichever is greater." Thus, the 
Decision reset the deadline for filing an appeal brief to August 15, 2010. The Decision further 
noted that this reset deadline is extendible under 37 C.F.R. § 1.136. 

With the presently requested four-month extension of time, the appeal (and the 
application itself) will remain pending at least through December 15, 2010. Therefore, any 
continuation or divisional application filed on or before December 15, 2010 may properly claim 
priority to the present application under 35 U.S.C. § 120 (as long as any other requirements for 
perfecting a claim of domestic priority are satisfied).
